It 
puts aside able nd approved 
men to elevate, at one 
fantastic bound, obscure and untried 
candidates. It promotes complications 
in conventions, weakness at the polls, 
and imbecility in the government. It 
has neither strong authority nor ap- 
proved results to sanction it, being 
contrary aliketo common usage and 
common sense. No wonder then that 
such careful observers of political 
events as Alexander H. Stephens advo- 
cate its repeal, or rather its disuse in 
future conventions of the party. If it 
ever had a mission, it has none 
now, and should be laid away with 
other relics that time and events have 
rendered useless, if not mischievous. 
Let it be diecarded at St. Louis and 
elsewhere.

Conventions Held Througheut the 
Country Yesterday. 


FREDERICK, Mp., May 4.—The repub- 
lican state convention met to-day. 
Dr. W. H. Luck was elected president.
